Thanks for your letter dated 2 September 1976. 


I am inclined to accept the 1785 date of the Japanese book inasmuch as no coin 
in the book bears a date after 1785. If the date were 1875 then surely a few 
dates later than 1785 would have been illustrated. I'd be happy to send you 
the book to inspect. Perhaps there are genuine pieces which were carefully 
copies in the 1800s but in the interim we do not any longer know the difference. 
It would be nice to check some early European collections for original pieces.
